What the h\g labor unions are trying to 
aceompileh la simply this: They want to In- 
crease tlie lush wage acale.i which were paid 
(or wartime production so their members can 
recelTe the aame "take-home" pay lor eight 
hours less work per -week. 

To a.sBume that such wage Increases 
reductions In man-houra ot production can 
be maintained without raLilni; the pricea of 
productii these workers produce. Is a alUy aa^ 
sumption. 

Unless cvDry big manufacturer In the coun^ 
try is an outright grafter, wallowing around 
In long prorita and auccB.'sa fully escaping tho 
Innome taxes, this Utopian proposal Is lu- 
dicrous. 

We all know that many of our leading In- 
dtutrlalLsts are not blood thirsty proflteera. 
■ During tiie peak of wartime production some 
of tliem actually were making less profit than 
during years of normal output. 

But whether the manufacturers can afford 
' to ^ tiiese Increased wages without Increas- 
ing Hw cost of tholr producta Is not the only 
(luoeii«i ItiTolved by any means. 

Therefere several waya of looking at Infla- 
tion. Koifjjrnuch yop pay for any particular 
Item ie^.Dtie thing. But what you get In valuo 
recSn'ea ia another. 

With all due oifedlt to the OPA, for In- 
BtancB, Its control ol Inflation was not as 
efrectlTfi as It would appear on the surface. 
As It simple example, the piece of pie you wero 
serred at aivy restaurant before the war at 
the standard price of 10 cents required a bit 
of eating. Nowadays any schoolboy could ]u3t 
about swallow In one gulp tho piece of pl( 
you get at the same "t;ontrolIed" price. 

It this proposed wage "squeeze" Is forced 
upon industry and the lid on prices clamped 
down to present levels, don't think for a 
minute that our Industries will fold up and 
go broke. They'll start producing a different 
"pleco of pic" that can bo sold at the samo 
prloe. And that difference will manifest Itself 
In many ways, the aame as It has during the 
wcr with a flood of inferior merchandise. 

It's the samo old stcry. The consumer is 
the one who will be stuclc— not with higher 
pricoi, perhaps, but by getting lots lesfi lor 
his money. That, too, Is Inflation. 



AN EXAMPLE OF SERVICE 

A month or »o ago, Joe Marahall, the well 
tnown potato grower and shipper, approach- 
ed the Times-News with an urgent appeal. 
Something had to be done to keep the grow- 
ers from becoming panicky. 

Throughout Magic Valley, the Times-News 
spread tho warning by Mr. Marshall who ad- 
Tlacd growers to hold onto their potatoes for 
awhile and not to become unduly alarmed 
by market conditions prevailing at the time. 

ThB Times-News filed the same story over 
ttie Associated Press which In turn carried 
the warning throughout the Inter-mountaln 
potato growing country. 

Now Mr. Marshall tells us that we helped 
to .^ave the potato growers of Idaho "mlllionfl 
of dollars." Many of these producers regained 
their eourago, held their potatoes and are 
now selling them for $1.50, or 50 cents morn 
than they could command at the time the 
warning waa Issued. 

Nothing could better demonstrate the part 
& wido-awnke newspaper can play In co-oper-' 
ntlng to serve the public good. And Mr. Mar- 
shal! dDKerres no end ot credit tor what he 
has done to help the potato growers.
